Prime Minister Charges 
False Statements Made By 
Montreal, Toronto Papers 


n OTTAWA, March 5.—(CP)—Prime Minister Mackenzie 
King Tuesday night charged the Montreal Gazette with pub- 
lishing “libellous, false and malicious” statements in a recent 


editorial on the setting up of 
penditures. 


of making “false statements” 


Mr. King said the Gazette edi- 
torial related to a report that Mr. 
King threatened to resign at a 
meeting between himself, some 
ministers, Conservative House 
Leader Hanson and some other 
Censervatives to discuss the pro- 
posed committee. 

He said the Globe and Mail edi- 
torial stated the proposed commit 
tee was to take the place of the 
public accounts committee which 
the government did not want to 
Bit, 

Mr. King was speaking to his 
motion to set up a special commit- 
tee to examine war expenditures 
and report if any economies could 
be affected 


BRITISH PROCEDURE 


He reviewed at length discussions 
on the original suggestion for such 
a committee by Conservative House 
Leader Hanson, and the activities 
of a similar committee in the Brit- 
ish House of Commons. He said the 
committee in the British house was 
to report on “current” expenditures 
but at Mr, Hanson's suggestion he 


had dropped the word “current” 
from the resolution before the 
house 


The British committee held its 
meetings in camera, he said, and 
intimated he considered the com- 


mittee here should follow the 
same course, 
Mr. King quoted from the Mon- 


treal Gazette editorial, ending by 
reading this excerpt: “This is not 
war leadership, if it is leadership 
at all, and the greatest war in his- 
tory is reaching its most critical 
stage, as critical for Canada as for 
any other country. The whole situa- 
tion in regard to this war expendi- 
ture committee look wrong, about 
as wrong as it could be, and it 
leaves a verv had taste in the mouth 
of the public. 
“FALSE STATEMENTS” 

Then he said: 

“Now, I ask honorable members 
if that is fair criticism. Are these 
not all not only false insinuations 
but false statements? Are they not 
malicious statements? 


“I go so far as to say that that 
article libelious; first, because 
it is false, and second because it is 
malicious, and it bears the stigma 
of both these things on its face. I 
go further and say it infringes the 
privileges of this house.” 

Mr. King read a section of the 
editorial which said a meeting on 
Monday between the prime min- 
isfer, Conservative House Leader 
Hanson and some of Mr. Hanson's 
colleagues were not amicable. 
They were, on the contrary, heat- 
ed and acrimonious, assuming the 
correctness of information ob- 
tained by The Canadian Press.” 


He read on: “The substance of 
the story is that opposition mem- 
bers tried to insist upon the com- 
mittee’s right to examine al] war 
expenditures incurred since the 
commencement of the conflict, 
whereas the prime minister was 
prepared only to permit examina- 
tion of current outlays as is done in 
Britain, The Conservative report 
was that the British committee has 
been at work since the war began, 
and therefore has knowledge of all 
expenditures and what was got for 
them. 


GAZETTE’S INSPIRATION 


“I leave honorable members to 
reach their own conclusion as to 
where the Gazette got its inspira- 
tion,” Mr. King commented. “Cer- 
tainly it was not from anyone on 
this side of the house.” 

After objection by Mr. Hanson 
and John Diefenbaker (Con., Lake 
Centre) Mr. King said he accepted 
the word of Conservative members 
present at the conference that they 
gave nothing to the press, and said 
the sare for all his Liberal col- 
leagues who were present, but “nc® 
withstanding we get this interest- 
ing account,” 

Then Mr. King turned to an edi- 
torial published Tuesday in the 
Toronto Globe and Mail, headed 
“The First Billion Dollars”. 

“It not only misrepresents mo- 
tives as the other editorial (in 
the Gazette) did, but it also mis- 
represents the facts, speaking of 
‘the reported determination of 
the prime minister to prevent ex- 
amination of the first billion dol- 
lars spent on the war,’” Mr. King 
said. 

“In other words, leading the pub- 
lic to assume that I am keeping out 
some inquiry into ‘the first billion 
dollars’ being the first year's war 
expenditure,” 

He said the editorial went on to 
say that he had “precluded the 
committee on public accounts from 
meeting” and he quoted from the 
editorial: “The right of the public 
accounts committee to examine the 
accounts of the past year has been 
recognized for more than half a 
century.” 


COMMITTEE ON CALL 

Mr. King said “The committee is 
there: It can meet at any time any 
honorable member wishes to have 
it called.”

The prime minister said he want- 
jed to mention one other press com- 
ment because “it reflects on every

He read citations from parliamen- 
jtary rules which stated that “scan- 
‘dalous charges or imputations di- 
rected against members of a select 
committee are equivalent to libel- 
lous charges brought against the 
house itself, while a letter com- 
plaining that a member who had 
been nominated upon a select com- 
mittee would be unablé to act im- 
partially upon it, has been adjudged 
a breach of privilege.” 

Mr. King said it should be un- 
derstood that any charge mem- 
bers appointed to committee could 
not act impartially, was a breach 
of the privileges of the house. It 
was a reflection on the member 
and the house itself. 

“It is part of my duty to bring 
that matter very prominently at 
this time to the attention of the 
honorable members and of some of 
those who contro] the press in the 
country,” said Mr. King. 


TORONTO EDITORIAL 

From an editorial in the Toronto 
Globe and Mail dated Feb. 22, 1941, 
headed “Impartial Probe  Desir- | 
able,” he read: | 
“In another column on this page 
we publish a pertinent letter from | 
Mr. Harry R. Jackman (Conserva- 
tive) M.P. for Toronto-Rosedale, in 
which he makes the point that the 
maximum effectiveness of the spe- 
cia] parliamentary committee on 
national expenditures is not likely 
to result, unless there is on the com- 
mittee adequate representation of 
the opposition.”

CONFIDENCE NOT VIOLATED 


Conservative House Leader Han-

30 Firemen Sive 20,000 
Gallons Of Oil Near 
Blaze 


Loss estimated at $5,000 was 
suffered in a fire of undetermined 
origin that swept the warehouse 
premises of Canadian Ol! Cos. Ltd. 
at 10307 105 avenue Tuesday eve- 
ning. More than 30 firemen under 
the direction of Fire Chief James 
Macgregor were successful in pre- 
venting spread of the flames to 
Storage tanks containing more 
than 20,000 gallon; of gasoline, 
coal oi! and fuel distillate close 
to the blazing structure. 

Working at top speed the fire- 
|fighters worked feverishly with 
jaxes to break down oil-soaked 
wooden walls and flooring of the 
| warehouse and this prevented the 
flames spreading to the storage 
tanks nearby 

Six lines of hose were played on 


the fire and two alarms were 
sounded 
SAVE TANKS 

Fire started at 8:14 p.m. at the 


rear of the warehouse and spread 
with great rapidity through the oil 
and grease-soaked building, which 
is a two-storey structure, Firemen 
immediately concenirated their ef- 
forts on preventing the flames 
leaping to the storage tanks, border- 
ing the C.N.R. yards. There are 
five cylinder-shaped tanks and one 
underground storage tank 

The all-out signal was given at 
9:30 p.m, A large crowd of curious 
citizens watched firemen fight the 
flames. Dense clouds of sooty 
| smoke billowed upward from the 
oily structure 

Several drums of fuel oil, stored 
in the burning warehouse did not 
catch fire 
ALL IN ORDER 

G. C. Hill, supervisor for Cana- 
dian Oil Co's. Ltd. stated all em- 
ployees left the building at about 


5:30 p.m. Mr. Hill said he had re- 
mained at the office until 6:30 and 
everything was in order when he 
left. 

Fire officials are investigating 
further. 


Last night's blaze is in the area 
north of the C.N.R. yards where 
several large fires have occurred in 
less than a year. 

Last spring a large warehouse 
burned, destroying several thou- 
sand dollars worth of automobiles 
and a quantity of newsprint. 

Later, on July 1, Maple Leaf Pet- 
roleum Ltd. premises was swept by 
a fire, in which suspicious circum- 
stances were uncovered by a police 
investigation. 

More recently Ogilvie Flour Mills 
suffered a disastrous fire. All pre-| 
mises visited by fire are within a 
few blocks of each other, 

Insp. Donald Hynd and a large 
squad of city police officers kept the 
fire swept area clear of spectators 
during last night’s blaze.

Canedian Red Cross workers 
were “living up to the highest tra- 
ditions of the Red Cross.” As for 
co-operation from the general pub- 
lic, citizens in one province were 
paying more money into the Red 
Cross “than for the province's en- 
tire income tax.” 

He said the Red Cross would play 
an indispensable role after the war 
in relieving hunger and suffering, 
particularly in Europe 

Col. G. G. Naismith, former over- 
seas commissioner of the Canadian 
Red Cross Society, said the organ- 
ization distributed 5,000 blankets to 
homeless residents of east London 
after the heavy German air raids 
last fall 

“It was felt hundreds had been 
needlessly killed because the Lon- 
don County Council was unable to 
meet the emergency,” he added 
“The Red Cross filled in the gap 
admirably and received more credit 
than we were probably entitled to.”
